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ABSTRACT 

By focusing pn social and cultural backgrounds o£ the 
five U.S. -affiliated Micrbnesian states, this document highlight 
issues that pertain to education in this region. The first sections 
deal with the political history of the region, emphasizing the period 
of U.S. administration from the 1910 *s to the 1970's. The history of 
institi tonal ixed education is also outlined, describing political, 
economic, and demographic factors that affect the future course of 
Micronesia. The document then examines ethnographic research on the 
various cultures of Micronesia. Emphasis is placed on aspects of 
traditional culture vhich particularly have an impact on education: 
traditional learning structures;' factors in communication and 
self -presentation; and attitudes toward authority, \work, and cultural 
contact. Traditional leadership structures and status relationships, 
now competing with the cash economy and status through wealth and 
education, are also discusmed. Separate subsections deal with each of 
the Federated States of Micronesia (Yap, Tn|k, Ponape, and Kosrae) as 
well as the Marshall islands, the Republic of Belau, the Territory of 
Guam, and the Contiiionwealth «f the Northern Mariana Islands. The final 
sections address education in Micronesia, including educational needs 
and areas for future research and development* A population chart and 
tables showing trends in urbanisation, ^ age distribution, the 
relationship among languages, an^ language spoken in the home are 
provided. A bibliography listing over 180 resources concludes the 
document.

the Iteval adminiatrative period aaw reatoration of .civilian life 
after sever* devaatatioiiH-the f irat in the history of the region— and the 
navy set up dalivery strviets of the baaic health and welfare . . 
•aaentiola. fha A«erieatta» liko the qrapanese before them* based their 
administration on the tystem of loeal iiagiitratea that the Germane had 
initiated. Ohile in the aarlior period Iboal ehiefa had often served in 
the eapaeity of magiatratt ftpreaenting thOir cbonunitiea to the colonial 
fovornment and serving as oondoit for adminiatrative erdera» gooda» and 
atrvieea from the administration headquartefa* the Americana impoaed a 
aoparitien of civil from traditional leaderahip. in seme areaa thia led 
to severe less of stature for traditional leadera» vho were now no longer 
casponaibl* for diatribution of gooda and organisation of large-scale 
' prejecu. In o^ier eo«munitiea» however » it seems to bevelled to a 
eonpllmeoUry political system, with ehlef tains rotalnlng.full author ies^ 
in areas of traditional import such as land tenure decisions* allocation 
of surplus foodstuffs, and local justice. Ibose selected for 
administrative positions wore usually younger, Japaneae-educated men} 
their youth* and scsfttimes their. change-orientation* eauaed atreaa among 
oomnunltiea aceuatomed to dtciaionmaking only by the cealdent eldera.

In Guam the advlaory legialature waa ceaumed and it served aa a model 
for the Trua€ Territory DiotrieU aa well. Gradually ceruln 
adminiatrative responalbllities paaaed into Nicronealan handa* although 
Jkmerlcan govsrnera continued in Guam until the 19€0a and tha leaderahip 
in the 9TPI baa shifted avtn aora caeantly. 

As a strategic cgnter tb# N^cronesian territories were ^-developed 
with large sums of Oavy money during the five years following 
esUblishment of^ the Trust Territory. But by the early 19SOs American 
miliUry concerns had shifted to northeast Asia and Oavy interests were 
eoneentrated in the several locations where there were stopoirer ports or 
bsiies. The TTPI was turned ovar to. civilian responsibility in 19S2 ai|d 
Nicffoneaia entered a period of neglect and low funding at the hands of 
tbe Oepartaent of interior. ' Tbf northern aections which remained under 
Military jurisdiotlon were isolated for a time from tbe teat of the 
region. 

fbe poat-war administration bad proclaimsd the inporUnee of 
mnivtrsal adueatiem and* aapeeially* teaching of the Bnglish language. 
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NiereMtia* wtth tht vitw of •fftetinf • positive outee«t for eontinued 
U.S. knottony. in fttturt tUtus tltetiont. fhat rtport •dveeattd "United

collagaa. Spaeif ieally, tha Kannady program called for univeraal 
education through grade aiXf .eoneepttated atudy of English and uae of 
Ingliah aa tha language* of insttuetien after the third year* and 
li9ortatioir^6f JUMffiean taaehara to inatitute tha vaat^y expanded 
adueational progran. Tha eurrieulua planned w aliBost entirely 
aeadanie. ' Major acononio 'developnent projects were instituted aa wellr 
but the educational prograsi 4iaa tha linchpin of the Mtrieanisation 
effort. 9ha firat eentiact telehars arrived in 1961 f hy 1966 over half 
of all taaehara in the Yruat Territory were Jteericdh— contract anployees 
of the mt adainiatration c^r Peace Corpa volunteer a. the federal ' 
invaatnant in Nieronahia ineraaaed exponentially, reaching $138 aillion 
in 1979. The tfPX education budget grew frcn 8569,000 in 1962 to 
•3,868,000 in 1986i and continued to inpreaae yearlV* education became 
the largeat ai^leyer in the TTPX, aaploying over one-thi(d of all workers 
in an increaaingly eaah ttcctio^f. s

fbio educational tranafouMtion waa felt profoundly, even in the most 
ffes»U areaa of tha.Truat Territory. Primary aehoola wr-a erected in 
every aettlebent large enough to aopply pupila. Many of theae ware^reas 
In which HO intlMta contact with Buropaana had been experienced before. 
Suddenly Hmericaii contract ot Peace Oorpa taaehara took up reaidenoe and * 
began directing education of the young. With the new e^Aaaia on 
education aa the route t^o aucceaa, familiea were encouraged to aend any 
,prc«i8lng young people a latter comnunity or diatriet center for 
continued edueatioa. fhia aeparated them from their home coqpunitiea in 
critical formative yaara, undermining traditional authority, and creating 
a trend toward urbanisation which had both cultural and economic 
conaequeneels far beyond the numbesa of the atudenta thsmaalvea. 

And, i^ry imporuntly, tha new program removed achooling from local 
control, beginning in 1961 when the WPX aaaumed central control of 
education, the Salpan beadquartera began to aundardise the achool 
•yatema and take on more reaponalbility for achool aupport. Tax 
^ atrueture in the TTPZ waa alao taviaed ao that Xeaa moniea were available 
to municipal autberitiaai tbe.monay flowed into and out through TTM 
coffera. It assuaad the privilagea of the financial sponsor, by 1964 
culminsting in.,eeaplete aaaunption bf payment pt teachera* aalariea and 
aonccaaiiunt sight to hire, tranafar« and remove staff. Previeualy local 
authoritiea bad eontrollad, or at leaat been conaulted on auch mattera. 
Thii move, added to the increaaingly Haarieanisad curriculum and 
pedagogy, thwarted tha integration of achool and eemmonity which had been 
a ma jor aeuree of iupport in the oarliar yeara. Nicronaaiana now eama to 
think of adocatloa aa a raapenaibility of the diaunt American, 
aotheritlaa, maithat •troetttrad to their needa nor raguising their

Within the reatriotive confinea of the aaall island communities 
residents developed patterna of behavior that reduced direct 
confronution and permitted barnonicua living together.

The 
pradoaijiant ialand in tha Stata ii Ponape itaalf , the location of the 
StaU and federal capital, Kelonia* and the dual-chief atructura ia 
praaaat in all five of itta elana. While the inhabitanta of tfta other 
Vonapaan Xalantfa-Mokil, Mgatik, and Pingelap— are cloa#ly related and 
their languagait iiearly Mitually intelligible with Ponapean, the 
•ain'-ialandera regard thaiuelvea aa a diatinct people^ Traditional 
penapean ^iatricta ware lead by a pair of chiefa known aa the MMowarki 
and bia orator, the Menken, the aoeietiea were atr«tified into 
eomonera, nobility, and chiefa, with each group having obligationa to 
the othera that together Made up a ayobiotic ayata« for aecting the needs 
of the population. Daciaiona were aade by apparent conaenaua. The 
lianken acted aa the laadar of diacuaaion, while individual vlawa were 
fait out, ao that no eppoaitioa waa a^er axpreaaed publically, yet all 
opiniona ware aelicitad in miking the deciaion. Xt baa been very 
difficult for fenapaana to accept open debate and voting aa a polite and 
non-confrontational Method o£ decifionaaking. The Maawarki ware 
appointed Migiatrataa by tha Gariiana, a practice continued by tha 
Japaneaa; The taarieana, however, aaparatad the civil and cultural 
caalM, appointing non-chiafa aa the local governaental rapreaantativea.

In tha 
ttrritorits ootsidt tht eapital arta yam art atill rtgardtd as «or« 
iaipottoat than aenty. Psnaptans idtntify thtMtlvts as a yaa-growing 
ptoplo and Minuin a strong affimativt oritnution to rural lift, tven 
whtn no longtr tngagtd in faraing. Ponapt laland, particularly, has the 
potential to support a larger population. Agricultural production 
organised through traditional oosMiunity struetures and faraad 
collectively holds censidtrable ^oaiso for Ponapt. ftiU tht iaporUnet 
of tht aonty teonoiy has grown, utith at Itaat ont SMBbtr e< "bat faailita 
participating in wagt earning. ^fOMit ont-quarttr of Ponapt'a 32,000 
rtsidtnts livt in tolonia. Thavgovtrnatnt'e growth in the paat dteadea 
haa tncoulragad^orban Migration, particularly by tht aort tducattd. 
Iducation ia highly rtgardtd as tht kty to advanetatnt teonoaioally and, 
ttltiaattly, aocially. Aa Ponapt reorients its tconoay toward 
self-sufficiency it will have t9 ereatt new taploy»tnt to auatain a largt 
portion ot ita ptoplt in non-faraing oapaeitita, aa wall aa enhance ita 
agrieoitural production. 

Traditional Petieapean society, like other pre-literate societies, did 
not conceive 6f eduoation separate frOM daily lift. Attitudea that will^ 
reveal the ineongroence beween Poneapean culture and Aaerican-atyle 
schooling can be 4iscorntd frca childrtaring pcacticea and ideaa about 
children and aaturation. Uarning in Ponape waa very like other foraa of 
public behavior. Zn Ponape eulturt Mdesty is the rule. One does not 
sssert oneself, partiouUfly vhen thtro is tht possibility of bting 
^rriddtn or of failing. Thus Ponapean ehildren quietly obnurve adult 
work and underUkt atte^pu privately, only exercising the skills before 
others «<hen they ore fully ttsstered. «or is praiae or even 
acknowledgeaent of th# aebieviSMnt be oapected. Oecorsa requirea that 
petsena are poblieallf aodest about thoic aeooopliShasnts and will 
observe others* ioeetssea, bot not eosMont open thea. This aodesty can 
extend to defying that one oven' baa skiUs or knowledge, a practice that 
baa aade it difficult for Ponaptans to ooaptte in a eapitalistie job •

Truk State* tba aoat populoua of tha ySH autas» hat tht higheat 
flopulation danaity in Marican Nieronaaia (7«S par aquara nila). Zt 
tsparianead ooi&nidarabla naval dovalopnant during tba Japanaaa period* 
but tha paat forty yaara hava aaan incraaaing population without 
conooaniUnt davalopnant of acononic opportunity. Tha Trukaaa hkvt bttn 
calativtly aecapting of aapaeta of tha naw lifa waya introduced by the 
Oemana* Japanaaa* and Mwrieana. In part thia nay atea forn the fact 
that the traditional oobtiatonea oconony wet not aufficient to auatain 
their population, thoo preniaea of plenty through developnent* wage 
labor r or aduoation vara walcena. frukeae eooperativeneaa nay alao 
rapreaant an a«tenaion to focoignera of their willingneaa td agree with a 
forcefully praaanted argonent* father than act (BonfronUtienally* 
oapacially when failure to psavail will ceault*in loaa of face. 

trukeae have waleonad Mariean adueation* for wonan aa well aa nan. 
Vowevar* the aeoneny baa not reaponded with opportunitiea for the 
educated population. Many hi^h achool graduatea are unenployed. Zn tht 
decade feilewinf 19dS over l«dOO Trukeae graduated frcn^bigh achool to 
leek eiyloynent in the tiny eaah econoay . Tiw-thirda of theae young 
people nanaged to find work* over three-quartera of then engaged by the 
goverfMwnt. The renaming SOO unenployed have bad to Uka up the 
traditional lifewaya for which their acho^ling and ebaenee.fren hone 
during the fomative yearn have not pr^red then. Many educated young 
Trukeae are returning' their bona ialanda to attenpt getting by with 
traditional eubalatenee flatberint and-farning and fiabing* but aont livt 
on the fringea of the urban eentera* eapecially the eapiui* Mean. 
Oeapite linit<^ proapecU* few Vrukeaa nigrate or renain abroad afUr 
college. Ibree-quartera of ntudenta f ran the ooter-iaUnd of Bul* for 
exanple* eapreaaed a deaire to renain bOM* but the vaat najority auted 
elear ~relttctanee^~t« the traditional aubaiatonca way of life, nor can the 
land aupport .the inereaaing population in the traditional aeonony. 

fear of hunger ban long been a factor in Trukeae aocial life, done 
obaervera»believe it baa played a part in the occaaional reluctance of 
Trukeae to aaaune leadarabip folea and tba reaponaibilitiaa for general 
welfare that i'aae titlen entail. Traditional Trukepe leaderatiip 
atrueture ia the looaeat in any of the Nieronaaia!) territoriea. The 
political anita were wery anall* often eneonpaaaing a aingle aettlenent. 
Oowetition for aearee reaeoccea led frequently to open eonflict anong 
eroope* n pattern that led the Oernan colonial adniniatratien to clanp 
downon^rfare. The three nain tenponaibilitiea of a frukeae leader 
have traditiOMlly been to aaintnin and paaa on tha eaourio knowledge of 
tbe qroop regarding unrfaref etntoa* and leadarabip roleai to organiae 
work partiea for eeMMnity nnderUkinga aoob^aa eenatruetien and daep-aea 
fiahinigt and to arbitratn di«potea« flbeae reaponaibilitiaa were 
eonatinea veated in b ai^le leader, neawtinaa diatriboted awng two or 
three individuala. Tbe 61deat sale in any of tbe larger landowning 
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fMiillM night b« MlMtcd for the ehitfhoodi ia roeent years It hw been 
difflottlt for MM ooaminitlet to find • pereon willing to take on the 
job. ^ • 

Itie role of leader also places a Truke^e i;i a stressful personal 
situation, particularly #s arbit«|r of disputes. The Trukese are 
particularly relueUnt* oven when eoapared to other Nicronesians, to 
participate in eonfronUtioftal situations. Xt is wt surprising that 
societies so dependent upon Mxinum exploitation and equitable . 
distribution of very liAited resources would emphasize. interper sonal ' 
harn&ny as a basic social principle. In awetingr* 'they are not expected 
to contradict the chief or one another. Politeness and accepUnoe of 
consensus decisions is a critidal feature of appropriiate social behavior 
and loss of sUtus through espousing ^ Minority ^iew is very serious aa a 
social control. MChanis*. Conflict is channelled into indirect behaviors 
such as private gossip and public avoidance. 

The Trukes# highly value age and decorum} the responsible positions 
swarded the ediDsated young in »ecent y€ar8.:»ave pUeed great stress on 
the relations between old and s^ng^ traditional and modern life ways. 
The first three decades of lifv were not intended, in Trukese culture, to 
be dedicated to heavy responsibility, such as «ehoOl life requires. 
Rather, they were a period for casual living and* informal preparation foe 
the family and community leadership roles of later adulthood. 

' Traditional Trukese culture was highly sex-segregated. fathe|s wete 
considered t|ke more nurturant parent^ supportive of thTChildrenr ^hile 
the mothers acted correctively or indlfferenUy. Men prM^e most of the 
vegeUble foodstuff through their farmingt women suiiply marine foods 
caught>to"the ,reefs, contrasting ^ith sex *oie assignments elsewhere in 
Nierqi»sis. There was no formal training *for g'irlst th^ learmtff the 
neceasary skills and crafts through the obaervation of tolder women, much 
aa in Ponape. Basic skills for boys were also tranamit^^ln thla 
Indirect fashion. Selected young men, however, were g^^n^lreet 
Instruction In the more esoteric lore of the eesmunlty by the chiefs; 
Clan lore, i^yth, history, and waya of war were paased on to potential 
leaders In oral Inatruetlon. Some speculate that thla Inatruotlonal 
system formed s bridge to the formal educational systems Instituted, by, 
the coionlala* 

Tap state la generally conaldered to maintain the atrongeat 
traditionalist orlenUtion among the Nlcronealan regiona. The Tap State 
Charter demonstrates tho continuing respect for the native political and 
social system by granting the traditional chiefs veto power ever 
leglsMlve and .judielal decisions which affect native custom, the two 
distinct eeonellm, the tamol, made up of ouUr-liiland chiefs, and^the 
Pllung, of chiefs from Tap, represent eontlnuat.1^, of lnter*laland 
differences thst go deep into the culture. .I'^Vi^

Spanish and aubaaqucnt German ragimea undertook little that affected 
native education, fbe aapanaas» however, took aooialisation of the 
eolonial *oang aa a baaie duty. The Japaneae regime imposed universal 
education in the form of three yeara* atudy of Japaneae language and 
eoltora during their thirty-yaar hegemony over the Nicroneaian islands. 
Nicroneaian children ware educated in achoela aegregated from the , 
Japameaa and other imported workera' children. In loror, their 
adminiatrative haadguartara for the aouthern ialanda, they eaUbXiahed a 
multi-year vocational training center for selected i»l;««» in 1»26. 
the a^l was enrolled heavily by Belauans, <>« ^^f^^^^^XJ-i^. 
carpentry, and the CMtriculum was later oupanded 
Diamoportionately large numbera of Balauana^were alao enrolled at the 
Japaneae agricoltoral achoola en other ialanda. The graduates twia _ 
eaploymcnt among the Japaneae induatriea and military, attaining highly 
preatigioua poaitiona in the indigenoua culture through their 
Sehievement. the beat-educated Belauana were giveh intensiye English 
training by the fir at American administration and awarded major roles in r 
the new government. 

Belau education underwent a aiAilar evolution to the reat of " 
Nicrbneaia under «TPI administration— relatively little development in 
SiS 215 y*«» nnd rapid development in the 1960s. Ihe local initiative 
that characteriiad the early years of Belauan education under the tTPl 
waa replaced by academic programs and foinding from the central 
•dminimtration. Bowaver, the iWOa also witnessed W»1~«JJ „ 
vocational and tradition-orient^ed education. A aeriea of village and 
Ottter«lalanda achoela ware initiated that atreaaed education for the 
SUitiSIl SiSSSian way of living, offering training J; technique, of 
fiahing, native crop cultivation, and baaie midicine and health for email 
coaftunitiea. Iheae achoola were of ten built in foparation with the 
villagera and brought local cowminity maribera into the claaarocm to 
teaeh--in Belauan or the local language— about native lifewaya and 
culture. 

Xn the I970a, aa ethnic awaraneaa waa building toward the ultimate 
deciaion to seek aeparation from the propoaed federated Statea of 
Nicconaaia, a group of traditional religioua leadera launched another 
educational experiment, the Nodekngei religion, which aroae in the

Ihua the hiatoiry of the Chaaorroa in Onaa ia alee the 
biatory of the Chaaorro Northern Mariana Xalandera up through the 
nineteenth eentyty. 

The Spaniah dwination of the Narianaa brought Chriatianiaation and 
cultural and ethnic aising. ly the end ol the tpaniah period the native 
Chaaorroa had intaraarriad with the Neaican and Philippine laborera when 
the fpaniah had laported to replace a worhar population deeiaated by 
oontact with mropean diaeaae. The upper cieaa of Chaaorroa had 
interaartied with the fpaniah aa well. Mecenatruotion of the indigenoua 
Chaaorro cultora ia very difficult, tn fact* the culture and lifewaya 
that are conaidated Chaaorio today ara the heritage of thia later* 
athnieally ataed paepla« 

pre^ntact Chaaorro aociety ia thought to have been organiaed into 
three diatinet elaaaee* talera* eeaMonera* and alavee. CThe word

'Soring the first daeadea of 8paniah aettleaent tha Cbaaorroa had ' 
atrongly raaiilad Chriatianisatidh and Biapanic idcminatioa. fok twenty 
yaara' active virfara raged throMghoot the Narianaa, bulninating in the 
defaat of the indiganoaa p#opia and their wholaaala r^noval fron the 
northern ialandi to oontroUaa »iaaion viUagaa on Guatt. A. few evaded 
tfaporution on tM inland of Ma whora CihaMorro language and way of life 
were continued iihaf Recced by the cultural integration that waa proceeding 
on the Mitt ialand^ loUn Chanorroa ran. \n cdnaervativa and aomewhat 
•eparatiat today. In the nineteantb eehtury Guananian Chlnorroa 
ra-i«igratad to the northern ialanda, both lota and' the uninhabited 
terifitoriea; they were joined by Caroliniana who were aett^ed there aa 
part of a Garnan of fort in population radiatribution. , 

Xn 1698 Spain lost the Philippinea and* the xaland of Ctaan to the 
united Statea. «ha following year the hard-preaaed spanlah aold the 
reMih^M of their Niereneaian territeriea to the Gernana. «iev Northern 
Marianaa thua beeaM part of the region that waa td becone the Jai^neae 
- protectorate #fter in*, while Gnan^paaaed into M^riean handa. 

With tha amreption of the period of Japaneaa donination in 1941-44, 
QuaM haa raaainad aa a 0.8. Varritory. the Mwrieana adniniatared the 
ialand aa a atratagie area, placing it under Naval authority. Oaan 
education waa placed under the direction of the Naval chaplaifi, rather 
than a profeaaienal aducnibor* the new adniniatration declared univeraal 
education fof children 8-14 with enphaaia on Bngliah language, and, for 
the firat tine in Gua», aaparation of religion froai education. During 
tha pra-NOrld War 11 p&riod education oonauMd approxiMtaly one-quarter 
of tha Naval Mdgat for Gua«. Bdueation waa aeadettio and Guaaaniana were 
aegregated froi MMriean dapen<|enta. fhe Navy atraaaed training of 
Guaninian teachera* io that by 193S all aehoola iiare ataffad axcluaively 
by native inatruetoro. Hie depth of the training thai they had received, 
howtvac, placed tha level of educational quality in none doubt. A review

Aa in Gusm, in 
tha 1MX non-nativaa doaiinata in aMll buainaaa, MnagaMnt, and induatry 
and eonatructicn. lha futura diractiona for tha mi aconopy appear to 
hold aapanaion in tha aanrica aectera. Bducational planning now taking 
plaoa will groatly affect the aucoeaa of economic tranaition. 



In recent yeata thare haa been eonearn throughout Microneaia that the 
cdueationai atractora aaubliabed by tha Aaarican adainiatrationa ia not 
suited to the loiig<-tera needs of the region* nor is it sufficiently 
congruent with native Nicroaeaian belief a and valuaa. There haa been a 
desuind for cttlturally-falavant education • both in coiitent and in 
pedagogy. M econcfic devalopoent ideaa have begun to take alMpa«. the 
iwortanen of voeatioiial aduoation haa been realisedi there haa not, 
JoEaverTbeen an equivalent riae in the des«nd for vocational training, 
fhe population doMgraphioa indieata that education will be a growing 
induatry. k populace edueatad to tha new econoaic^altuation ia a 
neceaaity. Microneaia auat daaign sehooling for riaing nuabera of young 
psople and education for ehange for the child and adult- population. The 
tollmriag aeetiona auggeat several araaa in which educational reaearoh 
and developswAt night profitably take ^aoa. 

Microneaia haa undergone rapid and profound 
Change, natorn to ^rMr life ia not poaaible. Conuct. particularly 
during tha laat taanty yeara of Mrican adainiatration, haa draatically 
altered the attitudea and aapectationa of tha Micronaeian Wlea, All 
the Microneaian atatea era eaperieneing exponential population grovth, ;

However f there ia 
inofoaaing eaXl for native language ourricultti aateriala, both f roa the 
larger populationaf aueli aa Belauana and ChaaorroOf and frw the aaall 
language ainority groupa. The queetion of Unguege of inatruotion i 
gewernaentf and public affaire will play an iaportant role ih edueetionel 
debate in the coaing yeaia. v 

Unguage hea already appeared ae a aajer iaaue in the aoveaente for 
ethnic identity that aroae concennitant with the region-wide debatea on 
future political aUtua* Xn Quaa it haa Uken on the fora of a Chaaorro 
' revival and preaerwation aoveaent. Ouaa ia the only Nieroneaian atate in 
which the aajority of indigenbaa young people report preference for 
gngliah. the decline of Chaaorro haa been la^idjn the peat generation. 
Adulta in 1910 preferred Chaaorro to Ingliah 2\,tfi9 to 18»000, but their 
children preferred ingliah to Chaaorro lf,000 to iO,or»0. Ouaa haa 
alreedy undertaken Chaaorro bilingual and bilingual/bieultural edueation 
projecta« whoae aia haa aoaMtiaea included the re-introduction of 
Chaaorro to predeainantly thgliah-apeaking children, aa well aa the 
^ training of Chaaorro-apeaker in Ingliah. Chaaorro-language curriculua 

aateriala are alao under developaent. The Itorthern Narianaa have 
eonducted bilingual and bioultural prograaa in Chaaorro and Carolinian, 
which the overwbelaing aajority of their young people atill apeak 
acti. "ly. Jk related Aigliah language educational problea ia the 
prevalence of non-atandard warietiea of tngliah, already noted aa an 
obataele to Ctaaaaaiana* higher educaticna. 

llith aueh a large neaber of diatinct languagea and aueh aaall 
oeaMinitiea of cpeakera, it will be diff ieolt to reconcile the deaire for 
native langu&gt aatariala with the ooat of their production. Hhile the 
llaeciean policy of tngliah-only aohooling quite elearly will not eontinue 
to deainate moreneaian edueation, eapeeially at the eleaanury lml«« 
neither doea wholeaale tranalation or ereation of entire eurrioula for 
each language eeaamity appear to be a realiati^ proapect. 
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Xnt«c«eo«Minity inttr^tutt eoeperation will •ll«vl«t« torn of the 
eottt, ••9., H th« Cli«Mrro*Xan9U««« Mttrialt art thatta adapted 
for both Ottaa and tho llocthorn Narianaa. Still tha languaga probltn 
-avMatta tl|at aera eraativt Mthoda of ourriculuii davalopmant ara called 
for. One approach worth atudy la developneni of curricula that depend 
upon the oral* rather than literate orientation of Nieroneaian cultures. 
jMidio^iaual Mtaciala ttiflht be dtvlopad in which narration can be dubbed 
in a wariaty of lan«tta«aa« aaaily and iniaxpenalvely. Advanced technology 
for tranalation ahould alao be invaatigated. 

The adhoola can alao make uae of an abundant reaource— the native 
apeakera of the varioua Unguagaa in which daaaea are conducted or which 
are used to augiMiit inatroetion. Bringing adulta froa the comunity into 
the elaaarooai inereaaaa local intoreat in the aeheola and alao enables 
aldarf to aaaiat in teaching using traditonal oral vethoda of 
traniMiasion. Appranticaahip approachea aay not require the extenaive 
written Mteritta that eharaetorisa the forml elaaaroo«f oral literature 
ean ba.atadiad and recorded, thua eraating Mteriala. 8om aethoda for 
oral approaehea have bean developed, for exaaqpla, with Amriean Indian 
tribasi further rtaaarch on tha applicability of oral and audio-viaual 
teohniquaa to Nieroneaian education is aeritfd. 

■ducat ion and Change , Nierontaian educatora face a difficult aandate^ 
fiiey auat develop adueational ayateaa that are reaponaive to the unique 
character iatiea of tha eonstitutent cultural coaminitiea, that support 
continuance of traditional lifeways, and that channel their populations 
in viable eeonoaic direetiena which are atill conaiatent with traditional 
values, fhe foraer tm states are educating the f irat generation of 
voung people who will be trained for self -governance, the next decades 
will be politically as well aa econonieally and culturaly challenging for 
#11 the Nieroneaian sutes. Nsstarn notions of governaent are only 
partially understood by tha general population. Xa^licationa of aaasiye 
infusion of Material gooda into a aubsistanee econoay have only recenUy 
beceoe clear. Tiaditional patterna of aelf-auff iciency and 
interdependence irast be encouraged once aore and adapted to the caah 
aeoneay. But thaae are all only eopponenta of a aore fundaaental 
educational challenge. 

Vhe Nieroneaian experience in the paat hundred years haa been one of 
continual, inaxplioablt, and anaotivatad change. Colonial f^imn have 
coae and gone, each iaposing a new set of principles that the indigenous 
peoples were instrueted to adopt aa the aole truth, onder Aaeriean 
adainiatratien there haa been neglect, then cultural dialocation, »nf «>o*» 
partial withdrawl. fhia recent biatery eontraata radically with native 
Nieroneaian coneepta and expeetatlona which were developed in highly 
isolated, stable, and iaternaily eonsistent eoaMinitiea. Now edoeatora 
mat train yeong people not for iMtability, but for the fact of 
change, taeularlsatien and arbanisation are proceeding apaea, altering 
the aeat basie atraeturea of faaiiy and ecaaunity. In urban eentera 
intereultural eontaet-eaee eceaaioned by a rare canoe viait froa a 
neighboring people— ia a part of the daily scene. In the aldst of all

product of huaan action and intention. Struoturaa for 
diacuaaioa of altarnativa futuraa ara juat developing in 
tha 0.8.1 they aight be usefully applied in Nicroneaia. 
Major aconoMic davalcpiwnta, for axaapls* will not be 
suoeassful unless all partiea-*governaenUl author it iea, 
leaders and residents of affected coMMinitias, and the 
palace as a whole— can. give informed eonaent, baaed on 
the iaplicatiena for change in the nature of their' econony, 
environaent, a*^ ccosninity atructure that will follow, both 
frcBi appfoval of dav#lopaMnt and denial of approval. 

e the ethnographic point of view that analyfes all cultures 
aa aquivalantly ce«ples, unique expreaaiona of their 
participanta* interactions with the natural and aooial 
envirenaent. the critical iaportance of a conception of 
culture and oreaa-cuitural diffarencea ia obvioua for 
Micronaaians* relatione with the 0.8. and with other 
induatrialised nations, but is also a factor in 
intra-Nicteneaian relatim aa wall. The peoples of 
Nicroneaia will need sophiatication in eroaa-cultural 
cespunicationa and the ability to shift coafortably anong a 
witfe variety of cultural contesta. Part of a change 
orientation ia tha ability to accept and adapt to a variety 
of settings, while aaintaining a clear sanae of aelf and of 
fola within shifting contests. 

The traditional cultures of Nicronasia are well adapted to the 
ialanda* natural anvironaant and aabody socisl pattarna of interdepence, 
cooperation, and basaeny that are the goal, and envy, of «;itttrea around 
tha aorld. The sttwctotas of scales, sndern society-elective political 
systaas, cash seofMiies, industrial develepaent, long-disunce 
r^Mnmioation and ttavel--are being adapted for the Microneaian aetting. 
adueatien in Nioronssis aust supply the bridge. 
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
